I, Martin J. Pagel, declare that: 

1. I am one of the inventors of the invention claimed in the above identified patent 
application. 

2. Prior to August 17, 1997, Mr. Kara and I conceived the idea of a postage server 
system and method as recited in the pending claims of the above identified patent application. 
Accordingly, prior to August 17, 1997, Mr. Kara and I disclosed our invention to a patent attorney 
with Fulbright & Jaworski L.L.P. ("Fulbright") representing E-Stamp Corporation in patent matters.
